The TfeCson JamiCy Christmas tradition continues

For 20 years the lights shone brightly 
this time of year at the Nelson home on 
Brush Creek. Following the death of Ed 
Nelson in January of 2009 those lights 
went dim. But this year the lights are 
shining brightly again. 

Maryann Nelson, Ed’s widow, has 
once again turned on the Christmas 
lights and the display is extraordinary. 
With over 500,000 lights that cover 
the yard, the house, a tree house and 
a nearby garage, the glow can be seen 
pretty easily. 

“We have a lot of blow up displays for 
the kids,” Nelson said. “That seems to 
interest the younger ones.” 

The display has been referred to 
as the southern version of Southern 
Lights, though not officially. But Nelson 
said that people from nearby counties 


and even other states have come by to 
view the lights over the years. 

There are Santa figurines, snowmen, 
even santa in a helicopter. Prominently 
displayed is the nativity scene as well. 
There is basically something for every 
Christmas fan. 

The lights will be turned on each 
weekend from 5 to 10 p.m. “If people 
want them on for a special group com¬ 
ing through they just need to call me at 
663-1222,” Nelson said. 

Beginning on Dec. 21 the lights will 
be on nightly from 5 to 10 p.m. “We will 
do that up to Jan. 1 for the holidays,” 
she added. 

The house is located at 1429 Brush 
Creek Road just north of Clay City in 
the Westbend area. Take Highway 15 
north from Clay City until you come to 
Brush Creek Road and the Mountain 
Parkway overpass. Cross over the park¬ 
way and travel about a mile; you cannot 
miss the glow. 





Parent files suit 
against school system 

Child hurt in fight, suit claims staff and system negligent

The Powell County 
School System, two 
employees and at least 
one former employee 
have been named in a 
lawsuit filed in Powell 
Circuit Court before 
Thanksgiving. The father 
of a student who was 
injured in a fight at the 
high school has filed that 
suit claiming that school 
officials were “grossly 
negligent” when his son 
was injured because at 
least one of the school 
employees knew about a 
possibility of it happen¬ 
ing. 

The suit, filed on Nov. 
20, claims on Dec. 15, 
2011 that former Powell 
County Middle School 
teacher Connie Stokley 
was informed by a stu¬ 
dent that a fight would 
be started at the high 
school. 

The allegations also 
state that Stokley appar¬ 
ently did nothing to stop 
the fight, including not 
advising Powell County 
High School Principal 
Kyle Lively of the alleged 
pending fight. 

On that day a fight 
did break out involving 
the student that Stokley 
allegedly had been warned 


about. That child of the 
complainant apparently 
suffered “serious injuries” 
according to the lawsuit. 

The names of the stu¬ 
dents involved and the 
parent who filed the suit 
is not being used in this 
story so to protect the 
identities of the minors. 
However, they are named 
in the civil lawsuit, which 
is a public record. 

The complaint states 
that the board of educa¬ 
tion, Superintendent Mike 
Tate, Lively and Stokley 
were in “violation of the 
policies and procedures 
established by the Board 
of Education as well as 
the Employee Handbook 
and any policy when they 
failed to supervise the 
children/ students.” 

The suit also claims 
that Lively and Tate had a 
“duty to instruct” Stokley 
on the “proper methods 
of supervising students 
and keeping students 
safe to avoid injuries to 
students.” It was unclear 
how the high school prin¬ 
cipal instructs middle 
school staff members. 

It goes on to state that 
the supervisors were neg¬ 
ligent in providing such 
training. Because of such 
negligence the suit claims 
that the student suffered 
“serious bodily, emotional 
injury, which injuries are 


permanent; suffered and 
will suffer great mental 
and physical pain and 
discomfort, reduction of 
the quality of life; has 
incurred necessary hospi¬ 
tal and medical expenses 
and will incur additional 
expenses in the necessary 
treatment of the injuries 
in the future.” 

Calling the actions of 
the defendants “reckless 
and flagrant indifference” 
the suit asks for puni¬ 
tive damages against the 
school system, Tate, Lively 
and Stokley. The suit also 
asks for a jury trial and 
other legal costs. 

“I am working on 
addressing all issues and 
situations concerning the 
Powell County School 
System,” Tate stated on 
Monday via an email 
after the Times requested 
a statement. “I will share 
information at the appro¬ 
priate time,” Tate added. 

Lawsuits of this nature 
usually only give one side 
of the events and most 
times entities like schools 
systems cannot make any 
comments due to the fact 
that a minor is involved. 

There has been no set 
schedule for depositions 
or court appearances 
according to the court 
record at this time.

Special meeting approves projects, deals with one internal issue

The Powell County 
Fiscal Court still has a 
little blacktopping busi¬ 
ness to complete before 
the companies take the 
winter break. So the court 
held a special meeting 
last Thursday evening 
to discuss that issue, as 
well as the Nada Housing 
Project. 

The four members 
of the court who were 
present voted unani¬ 
mously to allow Walker 
Construction to blacktop 
three roads in Gabbard’s 
district. 

The court voted to 
blacktop Mill Knob Road 
at a cost of $5,976, Rice 
Road at a cost of $8,700 


and Evergreen Drive 
at a cost of $19,256. 
The money will be com¬ 
ing from the road funds 
which are used for such 
purposes. 

Originally a request 
was put in to have 
Pine View blacktopped. 
However, Gabbard asked 
that Evergreen be com¬ 
pleted instead. The mag¬ 
istrates had no problem 
with that. 

The members then 
voted 4-0 to award a bid 
to Snowden Construction 
to complete a house as 
part of the ongoing Nada 
Housing Project. The 
Molly Helton house was 
the one being replaced. 

Two bids were report¬ 
edly received, but accord¬ 
ing to Brian Kirby who 
oversees the project and 


funding, the bids were 
both too far over the 
amount that is allowed. 

Kirby explained that 
the lowest bidder was con¬ 
tacted and negotiations 
made it possible for the 
house to be built under 
the $60,000 threshold 
that had to be met. 

“We were able to do that 
by removing the storage 
building from the plans, 
shift the driveway and 
take a little off it, change 
the pitch in the roof and 
the gauge of metal to be 
used for the metal roof¬ 
ing,” Kirby told the court 
members. 

Snowden Construction 
was able to make those

Two brothers from 
Winchester took male 
bonding a little too far. 
Police say that Michael 
and Justin Anderson got 
into an argument while 
staying at Abner's Motel 
in Stanton back on Nov. 
23.That argument turned 
into a free-for-all brawl 
that wrecked the room 
and made the room look 
like a “slaughterhouse” 
according to one police 
source. 

Police were called to the 
motel at 11:25 p.m. the 
night after Thanksgiving. 
The caller reported that a 
fight was in progress and 
as officers arrived they 
could hear yelling and 
screaming coming from 
a room. As officers from 
the state police, Stanton 


Police and Powell County 
Sheriff's Department 
made entry into the room 
they found Justin, 25, on 
top of Michael, 21 assault¬ 
ing him. 

Officers had to use a 
taser to stop the fight. 
The room reportedly was 
covered with blood and 
it appeared that the two 
had hit each other with 
bottles as broken glass 
was everywhere. Officers 
reports indicated that the 
bed was broken as were 
several other items in 
the room. Both men had 
numerous cuts and abra¬ 
sions. 

Police arrested the 
brothers and charged 
them with assault fourth 
and criminal mischief 
third. Both were lodged 
in the Powell County 
Detention center under a 
$2,500 surety bond.

adjustments and the work 
should be completed in 
90 days. Of course the 
weather can prolong that 
completion date. 

There was some dis¬ 
cussion about whether 
or not Snowden should 
vote on the matter since 
the winning company 
was owned by his son. 
However, Kirby explained 
that the competition 
phase for the bidding was 
completed and that the 
court was only approving 
a resolution. “It is like a 


sole source bidder, so you 
should be able to vote,” 
Kirby stated. 

Magistrate John Barker 
asked if the house being 
replaced was a stick 
house being replaced by 
a stick house. “It is. We 
can only replace a stick 
house with a stick house 
and a mobile home with 
a mobile home,” Kirby 
explained as that was the 
regulation of the project. 

Kirby also stated that 
the winning construction 
company was also able 
to include all fees and 


permits in their bid. The 
court members voted to 
accept the resolution to 
accept the bid. 

The meeting was 
short and sweet, taking 
just over 13 minutes to 
complete. Magistrates 
Snowden, Gabbard and 
Barker were present, 
along with Powell County 
Judge Executive James 
Anderson. Magistrates 
Ricky Creed and Myers 
Arnett were not at the 
meeting. 

Anderson opened the 
meeting stating that there

Those records 
will also be added to the 
minutes he explained. Of 
the five magistrates he 


stated that only Creed 
was not reached but a 
call was placed to him. “It 
was explained that when 
Anderson made the call 
to Creed there was “no 
answer.” He went on to 
say he could not make 
anyone answer their 
phone and that there were 
three kinds of notification 
given to the magistrates 
about the meeting. 

The court members 
were also supposed to dis¬ 
cuss changes to the Powell 
County Jails Policies. The 
jail just recently went 


through a jail inspection 
and some areas needed 
to be adjusted in their 
policies. 

However, Anderson 
explained that he had 
not been able to speak to 
Danny Allen , a first shift 
supervisor, and the item 
would have to be tabled 
until the December regu¬ 
lar meeting for the fiscal 
court. 

That meeting will be 
held on Dec. 11 at the 
County Judge Executive's 
Office in the Powell 
County Courthouse.

If you haven't heard, 
Belcher and Perkins alleg¬ 
edly got into an argument 
after one of them report¬ 
edly returned late from 
a night out. The argu¬ 
ment escalated and in the 
presence of his mother 
Belcher shot Perkins 
several times. He then 
jumped into his $120,000 
Bentley and drove away. 

As police and emergen¬ 
cy personnel were called 
to his home, Belcher 
went to the Chiefs prac¬ 
tice facility where he ran 
into the general manager 
Scott Piloi. With gun in 
hand Belcher reportedly 
told Piloi he wanted to 
see head coach Romero 
Crennel. Both men tried 
to talk to him, but to no 
avail. As officers pulled 
in and after he thanked 
his two bosses for all they 
had done to give him a 
chance to play, Belcher 
shot and killed himself. 

Two lives gone, others 
affected for life and little 
Zoey will never really 
know her parents. 

Why? 

That is a question 
that may never truly 
be answered. Some will 
blame it on the brutality 
of football and the damage 
done to the players after 
taking such violent hits. 
It was reported by one 
news agency that Belcher 
had begun to suffer from 
short-term memory loss. 
The NFL has been look¬ 


ing into the affects of the 
game as Belcher is now 
the sixth player or former 
player to kill himself in 
the past two years. 

Others will blame it on 
the parties some say they 
had or the alcohol and 
medications others have 
reported he was taking. 
Maybe it was the fact 
they were young and jeal¬ 
ousy raised its ugly head. 

I have even heard big- 
name celebrities question 
gun control. They believe 
that if there was no 
gun available then they 
would both still be alive. 
That sounds plausible, 
but then again anyone 
who wants to get a gun 
can and in a fit of rage 
anything can become a 
deadly weapon. Sure hav¬ 
ing a gun made it easier. 
Maybe if he didn't have a 
gun it would have made a 
difference, but like all the 
other questions we will 
never truly know. But I 
am not willing to place 
blame solely on a gun. 

This much I do know. 
Domestic violence is 
a universal event and 
it does not have to be. 
According to some sta¬ 
tistics from the state a 
woman is assaulted in a 
domestic violence situa¬ 
tion every nine seconds 
and over 10 million chil¬ 
dren have witnessed this 
type of violence annually.

How many times 
do you think Belcher's 
teammates, friends and 
coaches asked him “How 
you doing?” And how 
many times do you think 
he was honest? And if 
he was, did anyone really 
listen?

We send texts on our cell 
phones instead of actu¬ 
ally calling someone. We 
sit in the same room and 
text each other instead of 
making eye contact and 
actually getting to know 
our “friend.” 

We have become a soci¬ 
ety that is social media 
controlled and not very 
socialable.

Guest Column: Borrowing so feds can spend is no answer

Americans are told that 
they face a “fiscal cliff” if 
automatic federal spend¬ 
ing cuts and tax increases 
occur at the end of the 
year. I'm not in favor of 
jumping off a cliff, but 
the logic of the supposed 
threat needs to be ques¬ 
tioned. 

The fiscal-cliff narra¬ 
tive assumes that spend¬ 
ing cuts are bad for the 
economy. It follows, then, 
that more spending (and 
therefore more govern¬ 
ment debt) are good for 
the economy. 

Didn't we try that with 
President Obama's tril- 
lion-dollar deficit-spend¬ 
ing spree? You remember 
the stimulus — the one 
that created or “saved” 
American jobs at a cost of 
$400,000 per job. The one 
that left the unemploy¬ 
ment rate over 8% for 43 
consecutive months, the 
longest span since the 
Great Depression. 

So is it good for the 
federal government to 
borrow more and spend 
more, or is it good for 
the economy to spend less 
and borrow less? These 
questions might need 
to be addressed before 
we wring our hands in 
despair at the possible 
fiscal cliff. 

Now let's consider the 
assumption that raising 
taxes could lead to “tax- 
maggedon.” The implica¬ 
tion here is that raising 
taxes — that is, extract¬ 


ing and confiscating more 
income from workers and 
businesses — is harmful to 
the economy. I am easily 
persuaded of this truism. 
As Milton Friedman said, 
nobody spends someone 
else's money as frugally 
or as wisely as they spend 
their own. 

But if raising taxes 
would lead us toward 
trouble, why would rais¬ 
ing taxes only on some 
people (“the rich”) not 
have some of the same 
harmful effect? Since the 
top 1% of income-earn¬ 
ers pay about 40% of the 
income tax, raising taxes 
only on the 1% still sig¬ 
nificantly increases the 
tax burden on the private 
sector. 

Any notion that it mat¬ 
ters whom you tax is sim¬ 
ply a parlor game played 
by the class-warfare 
crowd. There are only two 
repositories of money — 
the private sector (which 
efficiently distributes 
goods) and the public sec¬ 
tor (which doesn't distrib¬ 
ute anything well). No 
central planner possesses 
the omniscience to assign 
fairness. The only guide 
to fairness of distribution 
that I can imagine is the 
minute-by-minute vote 
of the most exacting and 
direct democracy ever 
known: the marketplace. 

None of this is to say 
that we don't need gov¬ 
ernment or that govern¬ 
ment doesn't strive to do 
good things. It is to say 
that government doesn't 
do anything very well, 
and that government 
should be limited - con¬ 
fined to those duties that 


absolutely can't or won't 
be done by the private 
sector. 

When evaluating any 
government expendi¬ 
ture, legislators should 
be forced to acknowledge 
the “Bridge to Nowhere,” 
the roughly 10,000 FEMA 
trailers bought but never 
delivered to Katrina vic¬ 
tims, and the thousands 
of pounds of ice that never 
made it to New Orleans 
and required a new con¬ 
tract to have someone 
come melt it and dispose 
of it. 

Apologists for big gov¬ 
ernment say that we 
must raise taxes, that 
there simply isn't enough 
spending to cut. Maybe 
these legislators ought to 
look at the $100,000 that 
the State Department 
spent this year to send 
comedians to spread 
American culture in India 
(part of a $600 million 
program). Or the $2.6 mil¬ 
lion spent by the National 
Institutes of Health to 
teach Chinese prostitutes 
to drink responsibly. Or 
the $947,000 spent by 
NASA studying what type 
of food we should serve on 
Mars. Or the $100 billion 
($115 billion last year) 
that is improperly spent 
across the federal govern¬ 
ment each year, according 
to the White House Office 
of Federal Financial 
Management. 

Many Republicans are 
beginning to cave on the 
tax front. Some say to 
hell with the Taxpayer 
Protection Pledge they 
made to voters (drafted 
by Americans for Tax 
Reform) not to raise 


taxes. Some say they'll 
eliminate some unde¬ 
served loopholes. But the 
truth remains: If taking 
more money from the pri¬ 
vate sector is harmful, 
it doesn't matter whom 
you tax or what form the 
revenue increase takes. 
Taking more money out of 
the private sector is inju¬ 
rious to economic growth. 

Where are the 
Republican calls for 
reducing revenue to gov¬ 
ernment? Where are the 
calls for lowering taxes? 
If you want to stimulate 
the economy, leave more 
money in the economy. 
When Republicans give 
in on this argument, we 
doom not only the econo¬ 
my but our party as well. 

Some Republicans are 
saying that if the tax 
rates expire, taxes will 
go up $2 trillion, so any 
increase in revenue less 
than $2 trillion is really a 
tax cut. I don't think that 
fuzzy Washington math 
will mollify the conserva¬ 
tive grass roots. 

Even for believers in 
wealth redistribution and 
big government, the facts 
militate against higher 
tax rates. As Stephen 
Moore recently pointed 
out on this page, in the 
1920s, 1960s and again in 
the 1980s, lower tax rates 
increased the percent¬ 
age of taxes paid by the 
wealthy. And the economy 
grew. 

Any legislator consid¬ 
ering capitulating on 
the Taxpayer Protection 
Pledge should remem¬ 
ber that revenue is down 
now because of the reces¬ 
sion and slow economic 


growth, not because of the 
lower tax rates that have 
been in place for almost a 
decade. Raising revenue 
by increasing rates or 
ending deductions won't 
spur the economy. It may 
even depress the meager 
economic growth we have 
and raise less tax rev¬ 
enue. 

While there is no bigger 
believer than I am in a 
balanced-budget amend¬ 
ment, I don't want to bal¬ 
ance a $5 trillion budget 
(which the Congressional 
Budget Office estimates 
we will have by 2020). I 
want to balance a budget 


that is limited in scope 
by the Constitution and 
limited in scope by the 
understanding that the 
private sector is more 
efficient than the public 
sector. 

The Taxpayer Protection 
Pledge simply codifies 
what is incontrovertibly 
true. The economy and 
all individuals in it thrive 
when we are allowed to 
keep more of what we 
earn. If Republicans give 
up on that principle, we 
may as well disband the 
party.

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This time of year all 
of us are looking for a 
“quick fix” in decorating 
around the house. We 
have company coming 
and we want each room 
in the house to look like 
a picture out of Southern 
Living. 

There is only one prob¬ 
lem: we've used all the 
Christmas money on 
I-pads, cds, dolls and , 
wrapping paper. There 
is no money left for fancy 
centerpieces and flowers. 

Fortunately if you have 
a tree or shrub in your 
back yard or your neigh¬ 
bor's back yard, you can 
make your own pretty 
centerpiece or arrange¬ 
ment. The way I look at 
it, If I can do it, anyone 
can do it. 

There are many shrubs, 
trees and vines that you 
can grow in and around 
your landscape that make 
excellent decorations for 
Christmas. Boxwood is 
probably one of the best 
plants to have around for 
the holidays. 

Boxwood clippings 
may last for a week or 
longer and have a bright 
green, glossy foliage. 
Boxwood grows well here 
and makes an excellent 
foundation shrub. It is 
used commonly in many 
of the “Williamsburg” 
style decorations. 

Another foundation 
shrub commonly grown 
in Powell County is the 
Taxus or Yew. Taxus ever¬ 
green branches are a dark 
green and make excellent 
filler for wreaths and cen¬

terpieces. They do not 
hold very long however 
and need to be in water 
or oasis if possible. 

The only major draw¬ 
back in using taxus to 
decorate with is that you 
do not want any of your 
livestock to eat any of 
these cuttings. Taxus is 
very poisonous to cattle, 
goats, horses and any 
other animal that may 
eat it. Make sure not to 
throw any of these cut¬ 
tings over the fence to old 
bossy, or she won't make 
it through the holidays. 

Other evergreens to use 
for arrangements might 
include juniper, cedar, 
white pine, and scotch 
pine. 

One of the pluses this 
season with cedar is that 
many trees have those 
beautiful blue berries 
this year, which makes 
any wreath or centerpiece 
prettier. 

Don't overlook any of 
the pines and spruce 
trees which have many 
cones this season as well. 
All of these can be eas¬ 
ily found in our area and 
probably need to have a 
few branches cut here 
and there any way. 

Cutting evergreens here 
in December will not hurt 
the shrub or tree what¬ 
soever. You may want to 
have permission however, 
from the neighbors if you 
cut on their trees. 

With all this green 
around, you just have to 
have some red. Holly ber¬ 
ries are pretty and holly 
grows well here, but you 
need two trees in the area 
in order to have those 
bright red berries you 
need here at Christmas 
time. 

Holly does dry up rath¬ 
er quickly, so place it in 
water in a vase or use 
oasis. 

Another red berry 


that is becoming more 
and more popular is the 
Nandina or heavenly 
bamboo. 

This shrub is beautiful 
this year with the bright¬ 
est red berries you will 
ever see. Its foliage is 
glossy green with a lit¬ 
tle maroon tinge. It will 
grow anywhere and the 
berries usually hold on 
well until the birds take 
off with them. 

Now once you have 
all your greens cut and 
your berries in a bunch, 
it's time to put them 
all together. Purchase 
a block of oasis from a 
local craft store or flo¬ 
rist. Oasis will keep your 
arrangement fresher, lon¬ 
ger. Wet the foam to the 
point that water drips 
from the block. 

Place your block on a 
Christmas plate or sil¬ 
ver tray and start placing 
your evergreens in the 
block. White pine, hem¬ 
lock and cedar make a 
pretty arrangement and 
a good way to hide this 
block. 

Attach pine cones, 
red berries, nuts or red 
apples to the block using 
a pick or stick. Insert 
a small Christmas rib¬ 
bon or bow. Insert in 
the center of the block a 
red candle, or even three 
red candles and you have 
a centerpiece that Santa 
would love. 

Always use caution 
when burning candles, 
especially when burning 
them around evergreens. 
The resin in each branch 
will make the centerpiece 
basically, a torch that will 
go up in flames quickly 
if you leave the candle 
unattended. 

Do not use any live 
centerpiece more than a 
few days as they will dry 
out quickly in your warm 
home. 


Putting together an 
arrangement may also be 
just as simple as putting 
a few greens and a few 
red berries in an old vase, 
pitcher or crystal bowl, 
with a little water. 

Use the “pretty things” 
in the china cabinet that 
no one sees anyway! What 
are you saving them for? 
After all it's Christmas! 

Use your imagination 
and the shrubs around 
your house to decorate 
with this week. Your 
Christmas guests will be 


amazed at your decora¬ 
tions and you will have 
saved a sleigh-load of 
money! 

Enjoy the holidays with 
your friends and family. 
Make them as stress free 
as possible using what 
you already have around 
the house. 

To make your own 
centerpiece, just before 
the holiday rush, sign

The Powell County 
Pirates basketball team 
began their season last 
week in good fashion.

Women with an 
increased risk of devel¬ 
oping ovarian cancer 
include those over 50 
years old, a family his¬ 


tory of ovarian, being 
diagnosed with breast, 
uterine or colon cancer, 
no children or trouble 
conceiving. 

Since ovarian cancer 
symptoms are similar to 
the symptoms for many 
different diseases, you 
should pay close atten¬ 
tion to your body. If you

Encouraging word: The day of infamy remembered

Who remembers 
the Day of Infamy, so 
named by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
when Pearl Harbor 
was attacked by 
Japan? 

Over the centu¬ 
ries, Pearl Harbor on 
the island of Oahu 
in Hawaii was tra- 
. ditionally an area of 

CrUeSt ColUTUTllSt peace. Wars and tribal 

conflicts occurred at 
other places on Oahu 
because Pearl Harbor was sacred to the shark god¬ 
dess, Kaahuahua, but things changed quickly. 

On Sunday morning, Dec. 7,1941, 94 naval vessels 


of the U.S. 

Pacific Fleet were moored in Pearl Harbor, many of 
the around Ford Island. At Hickam Army Air Field, 
preparations had been made to receive 12 B-17 
bombers from California, so officers and men were 
on hand to receive them. As an anti-sabotage mea¬ 
sure, all planes at the field were grouped together 
outside rather than inside in hangers. Those planes, 
grouped along the runways in the open, made easy 
targets for attacking planes. 

The peaceful quietness that prevailed at Pearl 
Harbor was abruptly interrupted at 7:55 a.m. on 
Dec. 7, 1941. A low-flying plane from the north¬ 
west came across the southern tip of the Waianae 
Mountains and skimmed low over Ford Island and 
Pearl Harbor. It was a harbinger of things to come. 
That plane was followed by the first wave of 183 
bombers and a second wave of 171 bombers. When- 


-one hour and fifty minutes later—the bombing 
was over, Pearl Harbor was almost destroyed. Frank 
Knox, Secretary of the Navy, reported the loss as: 
“2,897 American Servicemen were dead, 878 were 
wounded and 35 were missing. In addition four 
battleships were or greatly damaged and others less 
damaged. Many smaller vessels were hit hard and 
some were sunk. Of 390 planes on Oahu 362 were 
destroyed.” 

The United States was forced into World War II, 
and the war continued until Sept. 2, 1945 when the 
USS Missouri landed in Tokyo Bay and a formal 
instrument of surrender was signed. 

Following that surrender, the American spirit 
went to work. The 

United State government, with the backing of its 
citizens, used its resources to help a nation rebuild. 
That’s the “one Nation under God” that we know.
